MANY ALBANY folks are up 
in arms and out with petitions 
in an attempt to stop the Post 
Office from moving Albany car- 
riers to a Berkeley location, an 
action to become effective Mon- 
day, Jan. 14. In a memo to all 
Albany box ‘holders, Branch 
Manager Gaudet wrote that all 
mail addressed to a street num- 
ber but delivered through a P.O. 
pox will not arrive at the Al- 
bany box section until about 
an hour later than at present 
because the mail will have to be 
transported from the Berkeley 
location to the Albany box sec- 
tion. 


If you are opposed, you may 
write to E. T. Klassen, Post- 
master General, Washington, 
D.C., or W. J, Sullivan, Regional 
Postmaster General, 631 How- 
ard St., San Francisco. 


Mayor Lewis Howell has al- 
ready expressed the opposition 
uf the City Council to these offi- 
cials, urging them to rescind 
the action. He said ‘. . . the 
maintenance of adequate postal 
service in the City of Albany 
has been a continued and ever- 
losing proposition. Many of the 
deliveries at present are not 
made until around 5 o'clock in 
the evening. The running of the 
mail through yet another facil- 
ity can’t help but add additional 
time and confusion to present 
service .. .'’ Couldn't have put 
it better myself.

On Home 
Occupations 


The Planning and Zoning 
Commission will hold a public 
hearing in the Council Cham- 
bers at 8:00 pm.. January 8, 
1974 on the proposed amend- 
ment to the Zoning Ordinance 
pertaining to Home Occupa- 
tions. See the Public Notice, 
page 5. 

Conditions “A through Q” 
prescribe restrictions which are 
designed to preserve the resi- 
dential character of the City. No 
home occupation may: create a 
disturbance or nuisance; ad- 
versely affect health, morals, 
comfort or safety; be detrimen- 
tal to public welfare or injuri- 
ous to property; require visable 
storage of materials; require 
excessive use of curb parking, 
Home occupations: will not ex- 
ceed 250 square feet or 25 per- 
cent of the residential area; 
will not require any employees; 
will not permit signs or adver- 
tising. Customers will not be 
required or be generally allow- 
ed to visit the site. Necessary 
vehicles will be parked in cov- 
ered off-street parking spaces. 

The proposed Ordinance revi- 
sion does not materially change 
home occupations. It’s primary 
purpose is to provide a better 
understanding of the require- 
ments. It will improve the pro 
cedures for processing applica- 
tions and for enforcement. Ex- 
isting home occupations, which 
are in conformity with condi- 
tions ‘‘A through Q,” will not 
be affected. This public hearing 
provides an opportunity for all 
residents of Albany to speak 
out on behalf of a City of 
Homes.

SEAT: Be sure your seat is 
properly adjusted. You should 
be able to reach the pedals eas- 
ily. If you cannot, loosen the 
seat nut and lower your seat. 
Be sure the seat adjustment 
nut is TIGHT. 

HANDLE GRIPS: When these 
become worn, replace them 
right away. Glue these on so 
they are always tight. 

HANDLE BARS: See that 
yout handle bars are in line 
with the front wheel and the 
adjustment nut is tight. Do not 
raise handle bars aboye the po- 
sition where you can grasp 
them, without reaching above 
your chest, when sitting on the 
seat of your bike. 

REFLECTIVE TAPES: It is 
a good idea, in addition to your 
rear 


flective tape, Check your tape 
on your weekly check-ups and 
replace it when it dulls or be- 
gins to peel. 

HORN OR BELL: See that 
you have either a horn or a bell, 
and be sure it works. If not, re- 
place it if it cannot be fixed. 

TIRES: Check tires for prop- 
er pressure. It is a good idea to 
have a tire gauge of your own 
so you can check pressure at 
home or anywhere. Proper tire 
pressure is usually shown on 
the side of each tire. 

CLEANING: Clean your bike 
regularly. A clean bike will last 
longer, ride better and be safer. 
When you wash it down be sure 
to put a few drops of oi] on 
the moving parts when finished.

CLOSED FOR BUSINESS 

Dan Derby was eager to 
open a roller skating rink, He 
signed a long-term lease on a 
building. He bought skates. He 
invested in 
decorations 
and rink 
equipment. 

Thenhe 
went to the 
city licensing 
bureau, “I 
want a license for my rink.” 
he said. 

Said the bureau, “No license, 
Mr. Derby.” 

Dan appealed to. the city li- 
censing board. The chairman 
also said, “No license, Mr. 
Derby.” And added, “Based on 
reports, we think you’re an un- 
fit person to operate a rink, 
and we also think it’s not in 
the best interests of the pub- 
lic to have a rink here at all.” 

Dan went to court, mutter- 
ing about free enterprise, cap- 
tains of industry, and Horatio 
Alger. His attorney argued 
that the Board was arbitrary 
and capricious. 

The court turned him down. 
The city has broad powers to 
issue or deny licenses, it said. 
It didn’t seem that Dan would 
be able to prevent disturbances 
around his building. Further, 
his rink would cause traffic 
congestion, and police said that 
in the past there had been 
riots, fighting and _ thefts 
around similar rinks, The court 
added that there was “sub- 
stantial evidence” to support 
the local licensing board’s rul- 
ing. It did not abuse its disere- 
tion in refusing the license. 

A city cannot deny business 


licenses without good reason. 
If it has laws, they must set 
carefully written standards to 
guide the licensing boards. It 
cannot deny a license to a book 
store just because it thinks it 
will not like the books sold, 
Standards cannot be vague, 
such as “a feeling that the cli- 
entele would be undesirable.” 

The local licensing boards 
must support their decisions 
by solid evidence. If a board 
says that there will be traffic 
problems, or thefts, or fights, 
it must have reasonable proof 
that this is so. 

If the board grants you a 
license, and later tries to take 
it away, you again have a right 
to hearing and review. But 
here you're in a better posi- 
tion. Just because a few pa- 
trons may have acted up is not 
grounds to revoke your license. 
The board has to prove you 
haven’t been running your 


business properly before it can 
put you out of business by 
revoking your license.
